SP Requests 
Commute 
Rate Boosts 


The Southern Pacific company 
this week petitioned the state public 
utilities commission for permission 
to increase Peninsula commute fares 
to meet rising costs of operation. 
The boost would average about 22 
commuters between 
Menlo Park and San Francisco. 

If the public utilities commission 
approves of the fare increases, 
monthly cost of daily rides will be 
raised from $15.65 to $19.10, monthly 
without Sundays will be raised from 
$14.70 to $17.90 and monthly five- 
day-a-week commute books will be 
raised from $13.75 to $16.85 for Men- 
lo Park commuters. 

Daily commute charges on weekly 
basis would be raised from $3.95 to 
$4.80. 

Ten-ride family fares would be 
raised from $4.20 to $5.20, 30-ride 
family fares from $11.35 to $13.90, 
one way coach fare from 66c to 75c 
and round trip tickets would cost 
$1.35 instead of the $1.10 charged at 
present. 

Railroad officials stated the in- 
creases have become necessary as 
a result of many factors, including 
the recent granting of the 40-hour 
work week to most Southern Pa- 
cifit employees. 

Southern Pacific Vice President 
Claude E. Peterson, in charge of 
passenger traffic, said that even if 
the increases were granted, the rail- 
road would continue to operate at a 
substantial out-of-pocket loss on the 
peninsula. This loss now amounts 
to nearly $1,000,000 a year, Peterson 
Stated, considering the increased cost 
resulting from the new 40-hour work 
week, 

In a statement distributed to com- 
muters Wednesday morning, Peter- 
son said: 

“We greatly regret the necessity 
for this further increase in fares. 
We were granted moderate increases 
in fares Oct. 1, 1946 and on March 
15, 1948 (the first increases in com- 
muter fares since 1920), and we have 
been reluctant to ask for a third 
increase. But increases in wages 
and other costs have left us no al- 
ternative.”

Marks School 


Opening; Church Classrooms Sought 


MP District Board 
Asks Use of Space 
At Baptist Church 


Crowded facilities in Menlo Park 
elementary schools have forced the 
district to seek the use of church 
classroom facilities as a solution to 
the double sessions now being held 
at the Fremont school. 


Mel Homfeld, district superintend- 
ent, was instructed by the school 
board at its Monday night meeting 
to contact officers of the Baptist 
church located across Arbor road 
from the school to see if first and 
second grade classes could be held 
there. 


Homfeld said that the crowded 
condition will be eliminated with the 
completion of the new Hillview 
school at Santa Cruz and Elder ave- 
nues. Work on the school is now 
reported ahead of schedule and the 
building may be ready for occupan- 
cy before the first of the year. 


Everett W. Carlson, chairman of 
the Baptist church board of dea- 
cons, said that Homfeld had con- 
tacted him but that he was un- 
able to answer whether the school 
district will be able to use the 
church’s education rooms until 
after the matter has been pre- 
sented the congregation for con- 
sideration. 


There are 969 school children reg- 
istered in the district, Homfeld said, 
and late registration may raise the 
figure an additional one per cent. 
Last year’s total was 813. 


At present, there are 454 pupils at 
Fremont school, designe for fewer 
than 350, while 348 are registered 
at Encinal school, designed for a- 
bout 325. 


Central school has facilities for 
200 students but 167 are registered 
there at the present time.

Fifteen hundred, forty children 
from kindergarten through eighth 
grade crowded the Ravenswood, Wil- 
low and Belle Haven schools on op- 
ening day Monday, it was revealed 
ky Superintendent Stanley O. 
Schnepple at the Ravenswood dist- 
rict trustees meeting that night. 

With an increase already of 168 
over the final registration last year, 
the school population is expected to 
exceed the 1600 mark, the board was 
told. 

The board adopted a resolution 
to accept bids on a portion of the 
Ravenswood school property not 
needed for expansion. Sealed bids 
for the 150-foot University avenue 
frontage will be opened Sept. 30. 
No bids for less than $25,000 will be 
considered. 

Discussion of purchasing a new 
school site and the sale of the Gil- 
bert street kindergarten site was 
part of the evening’s business. The 
kindergarten has been removed from 
the Gilbert street site because it 
has been declared unsafe for school 
use. 

Preliminary approval of the plan 
for the Belle Haven addition was 
received from the state school office. 

A request by the board for a 
crossing guard at Newbridge and 
Willow roads was denied by the 
San Mateo county supervisors. 
They advised the board that the 
engineer’s department had paint- 
ed a school zone sign on Willow 
road. 

Frank Reece, Clarence Hynes and 
George Gayer will attend the Cali- 
fornia School Trustees’ association 
convention at Santa Cruz for one 
day. The convention will be held on 
October 3, 4 and 5. 

Schnepple was authorized to hire 
another kindergarten teacher for 
Belle Haven School.

Traffic safety in its varied phases

The report said the council-com- 
mittee considered only the petition 
involved and does not “express itself 
iN any way on the merits or de- 
merits of rent control.” 

The report said the council-com- 
mittee was “satisfied itself that the 
petition has been submitted by a 
representative and highly respons- 
ible group.” 

“The fair rent committee of Men- 
lo Park is composed principally of 
members of the Real Estate Board 
of Menlo Park,” the report said.

to Our Peninsula Patrons 


CONTINUED LOSSES NECESSITATE AN INCREASE IN COMMUTATION FARES! 


Because of continuing large out-of-pocket losses in the operation of our peninsula 
service, we are making application to the California Public Utilities Commission for 
an increase in commutation fares. 

Despite all our efforts to operate the service as economically as possible, it costs 
us a great deal more to carry each commuter than he pays usgfor his ticket. 

Our out-of-pocket loss from Peninsula operations, considering the increased cost 
as a result of the 40-hour week, will run only a few thousani dollars less than 
$1,000,000 a year. 

If we are granted th2 increased fares we propose, we will still operate at a very 
substantial out-of-pocket loss. 

Commuters riding the well filled commuter trains, nights and mornings, no doubt 
wonder why such well patronized trains lose money. The reason is that all this 
equipment has to be provided for very brief periods, and lies idle the rest of the time. 
We have 160 coaches in peninsula service and of this number 106 make but one round 
trip a day. The same situation applies to locomotives. 

Since 1915, our straight time hourly wage rates have gone up 399 per cent, while 
our commutation fares have been increased only 87 percent in that period. Since 
1941 (pre-war) our wages have gone up 97 per cent and fares only 42 per cent. 
Virtually all our costs of providing the peninsula service have risen far more than 
the fares we have charged. 


CLOSE-IN POINTS PRINCIPALLY AFFECTED 


The principal increases in fares will be on commuter trips between close-in points 
and San Francisco with lesser increases for points fart’\er down the peninsula. The 
proposed five-day week monthly commutation ticket will cost, under the proposed 
scale of fares, $9.90 per month from points between South San Francisco and 
Broadway inclusive. 

The reason for a larger increase on the shorter haul tickets is that the short haul 
tickets have not borne a fair share of the costs of the commuter service operation, 
as indicated by the fact that our present fares from these points are much lower 
and in some cases 50 per cent lower than from similarly located points in other 
commuting areas over the country. There are substantial costs, such as terminal 
expenses, which affect the service whether the commuter rides ten miles or thirty. 
The present fares from the close-in points have not contributed their share to these 
over-all out-of-pocket costs. 

We propose to increase the single trip one way fares by approximately 13 per cent. 
The single round trip fares would be 10 per cent less than double the new one way 
fares. 

We greatly regret the necessity of asking for this further increase in fares. We were 
granted moderate increases in fares October 1, 1946 and March 15, 1948 (the first 
increases in commuter fares since 1920) and we have been very reluctant to ask for 
a third increase. But increases in wages and other costs, and the further heavy 
increase resulting from the establishment September 1st of the 40-hour week for all 
‘“non-operating”’ railroad employees, have left us no other alternative. 

In the cases of the previous fare increases we did not expect them to meet fully 
the cost of operation bit we did expect them to cut down the losses. Perhaps we 
would have been wiser, from a public relations and commuter relations standpoint, 
to have tried. to have obtained larger increases at the start rather than have te ask 
for a third increase now. But we wanted to avoid increasing the costs to our coms 
muters any more than the minimum amount we felt absolutely necessary. 


S. P. COMMUTERS HAVE PAID LESS 


Even with the increases we are asking, our fares will be comparable with commu- 
tation fares in commuting areas elsewhere in the country where the volume of traffic 
is heavier. There are many cases where our proposed fares will be less than the fares 
now in effect on other commuting lines and in a number of these cases increases in 
fares are being sought by the carriers concerned. 

Our proposed fares will be less than those Key System commuters pay. 

In the case of the commutation fare increases in 1946 and 1948, peninsula patrons 
generally accepted the increases with good grace, recognizing that the railroad has 
the same problem of increased costs as any other business or individual. A few com- 
muters seemed to feel that our losses were theoretical and that, instead, we were 
making a lot of money at the expense of the commuters. We think it pertinent to call

attention to the fact that the Long Island Railroad, the biggest commuter line in 
the country, went intc oankruptcy on March 2, 1949. 


A COMMUTER RAILROAD IS BANKRUPT 


The Long Island Railroad handles commuter traffic and very little else. Its losses 
are not theoretical but actual, and this railroad’s bankrupt olight points a revealing 
finger at the difficuity of avoiding red ink figures in providing a short haul, low fare 
commutation service. bs 
In the case of Southern Pacific our losses from the peninsula commutation service 
have had to be borne by other traffic. 
We realize that this is unpleasant news to you, and we regret it. We have appre- 
ciated your understanding attitude in the past and we hope you will recognize the 
necessity for the action we are now taking.
